in 1922. 

TPHOLD LAW 

Then the Mexican Supreme 
Court handed down a decision up- 
holding the American view that 
the cunstitution could not be made 
retroactive and other matters were 
froned out within the next year. 

That Supreme Court 
may become most important in 
connection with this new law. if 
it should stand. If the constitu- 
tion of 1917 could not be made re- 
troactive, it would appear that 
not ig else can.

Association Agrees on Use 
of Three Colors 


Standardization of Signal

This was the fifth annual con- 
test, and the fifth time Hamlin 
had entered with a Franklin. Out 
of the four previous starts the 
Franklin had broken down once, 
finished fourth once. and second 
twice. It was literally now or nev- 
er, and Hamlin groomed the 
Franklin carefully for the long 
rind, using a thirty-eight horse- 
power Model D. the same car he 
had driven in the 1911 race. 

The fifth start proved to be the 
magic one for the air-cooled car, 
end it came through with flying 
colors. The Franklin arrived in 
Yuma wel ahead ‘of the rest of 


good time margin Hamlin de- 
cided to take no chances between 
uma and Phoenix, preferring a 
steady Even 80, the Franklin 
broke all previous existing marks 
between Yuma and Phoentz and 
established a new record for the 
“Classic,” making the 611 miles 
in elghteen hours, ten minutes and 
twenty-two seconds. 

After winning the 1912 event 
Hamlin retired from all racing, 
stating that it hed been his one 
ambitions along speed tines to 
emerge victor in the world’s great- 
est road race, and now that this 
amfvition had been satisfied he was 
content to * from the speed 
business. 

But he continued to drive in 
economy contests and other less 
hazardous contests up to and ing 
cluding 1917, after which he left 
it to members of his organization 
to do the driving.

Their value net so much ta natri- 
ents. for that is low, but because t the pi- 
quant favor they add to other foods, there 
by iacreasing palatability and stimulating 
digestive secretion without the harmful et 
fects which may be associated with spices, 
condiments and similar means of high es- 
eoning. 

Dried mushrooms are to be had in the 
market at a much lower price than the 
fresh, or they may be dried in the home. 
One explanation of the limited use of mush- 
rooms is that they so neatly tesemble pol 
sonous fungi that many people are afraid to 
trust their judgment of them. People of 
Southern Europe tse mushrooms in large 
quantities, so do many tribes of savages. 
Are we less intelligent than they? 

Former food prefudices are being over 
come to an extent that it is gratifying to all 
who are interested in nutrition, aud dried 
fruite and vegetables are among the things 
from which the ban is being lifted.

Calitornia Honey 

Many of us eat our honey with but a 
vague knowledge of the source of its supply. 
Prot. George H. Vansell in the Western 
Honey Bee gives some satisfactory infor- 
mation along this line: 

The importance of knowing the nectar- 
producing flora is very evident. Beekeep- 
ing depends in the first instance entirely 
upon the presence of sultable nectar-yield- 
ing plants. Plant« vary in their utility as 
sources of honer with the location, altt- 
tude. soll. exposure and other natural fac- 
tors. Cool climates are conducive to nec- 
tar flow in some plants, while for others 
much warmer climates are necessary. Bees, 
too are verr sneceptible to air tempera- 
tures, and work best in warm places. 

The most prominent nectar-producing 
plants in California are the biack, white 
and purple sages. the orange, alfalfa and 
the star thistle. Alfalfa, which occurs in 
all irrigated and some unirrigated sections 
of the State, is undoubtedly the most re 


‘Hable as a heavy nectar producer. 


The orange, which is very variable in 
nectar yield from rear to year, blossoms 
so early that bees are often unable to gath- 
er the nectar on account of cool, foggy 
weather. The star thistle ig a common 
weed which is gradually spreading over 
Northern California. It is most abundant 
in the Northern Sacramento Valier. 

The area of the sages mentioned extends 
from Mount Diablo southward along the 
coast range into Mexico. The yield from 
these plants is especially subject to sharp 
yearly fluctuation because they depend 
entirely on the rainfall, which is not al 
ways sufficient for luxuriant growth. Cot- 
ton may become important as a honey-pro- 
ducer here. as it is already iu the South 
Central United States.

can be only achieved br the judicious use of . 


such foods as are produced under ideal con- 
ditions and are in as near a natural state as 
possible whea consumed. 


The growth and ripening of foods in field, 
orchard and garden. and the processes of 41 
gestion and assimilation have no analogy in 
the test tube of the chemist. The organic 
world, the plant and animal kingdom is de- 
pendent on the chemical combination of the 
elements of the soll water and air elabo- 
rated by the sunlight and that mysterious 
life-civing ferce which is contained tn the 
protoplasm of every germ. 

The beman body is composed of about 
eighteen elements, all of which are impor- 
tant in the various physiological functions 
of the organism. Our food should not only 
contain the elements for the renewal of tis- 
sue. the production of heat and energy, for 
the elaboration of the digestive juices, for 
the secretions of the ductless glands, but 
also a surplus of the aikaline elements 
which neutralize the poisons constantly 
arising from oxidation in the cells.

Fruit helps to provide the required amount 
of water in the diet; it also contains cella- 
lose, which furnishes bulk that is helpful In 
the intestinal digestion; it lends healthful 
variety and adds attractiveness to the menu. 

Practically everything that may be said 
for the use of fresh fruits in the diet is 
equally true of dried fruits, with the excep- 
tion of the reference to water. Dried fruits 
have some things in their favor in that they 
are found in the market in all seasons of 
the year and in all sectiona of the country; 
they are less difficult to keep and require 
less room for storage. Drying reduces fresh 
fruits and vegetables to one-fifth or one- 
tenth of their original weight and to one- 
third or one-half of their original bulk. In 
regions where cans are hard to procure, dry- 
ing solves the problem of storage. 

E. L. Kirkpatrick, writing in the Cornoll 
University Bulletin, says: “The terms, 
dried, evaporated, delifdrated and desiccat- 
ed, have been applied to dried fruits and 
vegetables and are more or less confus- 
ing to the general public. Some authorities, 
while acknowledging slight differences be- 
tween certain pairs of the four words, class 
them all as practically synonymous; others 
distinguish between dried and evaporated 
on the one hand, and dehydrated and desic 
cated on the other. According to these au- 
thorities, dried or evaporated refers to 
fruits or vegetables from which the mol 
ture has been removed with little or no re 
gard to the degree of heat used, while dehy- 
drated or desiccated refers to products from 
which the moisture has been expelled under 
a relatively low, uniformly controlled tem- 
perature, preferably from 100 degrees to 
160 deg. F. Caramelization, which may re- 
sult from excessively high temperatures 
during the process of evaporation, is pre- 
vented by the low even temperature used 
in dehydration. From a trade standpoint, 
dried vegetables have been classed as those 
preserved in the rays of the sun or over the 
kitchen range for home use, evaporated as 
those dried in the common type of kiln 
plant, and dehydrated or desiccated as 
those handled in a steam-heated cabinet 
drier.” 


Since there is so little distinction in the 
results obtained by these methods, we shall 
use only the term dried fruits in this die- 
cusion. The chief change which takes 
place during drying is the loss of water, 
though other changes occur, their nature 
varying according to the kind of fruit and 
the method of drying. In general, the 
starch is changed to sugar and the sugars 
changed to more soluble form; this affects

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they should be cooked for a short, time only, 
below the boiling point. Either 
prolonged soaking or rapid boiling, will 
cause the prunes to become mushy and 
make them unattractive in appearance. No 
sugar need be added to California prunes 
of good quality, but Oregon prunes are more 
tart and one may prefer them sweetened 
a little. Some prefer the prunes uncooked 
after the soaking: it is not really necessary 
to cook them, if they are tender. They may 
be served as a breakfast food or in com- 
bination with cereal. Corn flakes, shredded 
wheat, cream of wheat, cream of barley or 


farina are well adapted to serving with — 


prunes, dates or raisina. 


Other combinations are prunes and aprt 
cots cooked together, baked apples stuffed 
with prunes, after coring apples, fill center 
with pitted prunes and bake. Nunierous 
combinations are possible in the form of 
Salad, desserts and confections. Prunes 
stuffed with cream cheese, with or without 
chopped nuts: or stuffed with nuts and 
raisins, are all well known, as is also prune 
loaf made of prunes, raisins and nuts, la- 
vored with lemon juice. Prune whip may 
be made of strained pulp. into which 
whipped cream has been folded; flavoring

heavy feeling foflowing the ingestion of a 
meal, be it ever so small. Digestion is dit 
ficult or delayed. | 

The pressure of any object against the 
abdomen elicits considerable pain or son- 
sitiveness, There is often a sense of full- 
ness as if the stomach were being constant- 
ly overtaxed. We shall also usually find 
the regular symptoms of stomach catarrh, 
excessiwe” acidity or lack of acidity with 
this condition. The reason for this is be- 
cause prolapsus or falling of the stomach is 
due to abnormalities of diet. When the 
stomach becomes overloaded again and 


‘again far beyond its capacity to function, 


the ligaments and other supporting strue- 
tures of the stomach are inevitably bound 
to give way. 


In practically every case of stomach pro- 
lapsus one will usually find a history of ivo 
much eating and too little exercise. 


Since the stomach is appended to the 
upper part of the abdominal wall, the 
strength and elasticity of this wall will al- 
so determine the stomach position. 

Very many cases of stomach prolapsus 
can be overcome by exercise alone. Others 
require an intelligent system of dieting, to- 
gether with constructive gymnastics. In still 
others, certain forms of electrotherapy are 
markedly beneficial. The treatment must 
differ with the case. 

Then we have, as the next type of pro- 
lapeus, the falling of the intestines. Be- 
ing directly in line with the stomach, they 
suffer from the same forms of abuse. When. 
due to the excessive consumption of ani- 
mal fats and too much food in general, the 
muscular walls of the intestines undergo 
fatty degeneration, they lose their strength 
and tonicity by means of which they are 
held in place. Sagging inevitably results. 

It is nothing unusual to find the trans- 
verse colon, which should lie fairly high 
in the abdomen, as low down in the pelvis 
as the lower portion of the bladder. The 
transverse colon suffers from this ailment 
more than does any other portion of the in- 
testines, due to its odd position in the abdo- 
men, it being suspended from right to left 
side. 

Here the symptoms are manifested by a 
chronic and almost hopeless constipation, 
together with gas, bilious attacks, nausea 
and distress. Of all the types of prolapsus, 
this yields very readily to sensible treat- 
ment and diet. 

Perhaps next in order, we come to the 
prolapsus of the kidneys, sometimes known 
as floating kidney, due to the movability of 
the kidney on pressure. The symptoms 
The 
patient is neurotic and depressed, due, of 
course, to the pressure of the kidney on 
the delicate and sensitive blood vessels 
and nerves. The pain usually comes on in 
sporadic attacks and may often be confused 
with what is popularly known as lumbago. 

During the acute attacks, the symptoms 
become so morked that there is often cun- 
siderable nausea and vomiting. Again, dur- 


Or, ing the attacks, the discharge of the kidney 


secretion becomes difficult and the water 
may be retained in the structure, giving 
vent, of course, to much more acute symp 
toms. 

When you put your hand in the area of 
the “small of the back,” you can feel the 
kidney coming down during deep inspiraticn 
and slipping back up into place during er 
piration as the diaphragm returns to the op- 
posite position. 


Prolapsus of the uterus is a condition far 


too common amongst women. 

Finally, we come to that general type of 
prolapsus which is technically known as 
splanchnoptosis or the falling of practically 
all the organs In the abdomen. This oc- 
curs, as a rule, im the corpulent, and in 
those who do practically nothing but seden- 
tary work. This is a very serious condition 
and, unless ultimately remedied, will usu- 
ally terminate fatally with considerable 
symptoms distress. 

The use of any temporary supports is pal- 


ative and should, at the best, be temporary 


in nature. Where the patient is compelled 
to resort to various types of supports, cor- 
sets or other forms of holding up the ab- 
dominal organs, he should know that there 
is no support known which will furnish to 
the abdominal structures the strength 
which they inherently lack. The only way 
in which the fallen organs of splanchnop- 
tosis may be restored to normal or near nor- 
mal is by removing the cause, that is, by re- 
lieving the internal load and by strengthen- 
muscles 
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in other language, it means that the diet 
must be such that fatty degeneration either 
must not occur or will be overcome. This, 
together with exercise and drugless meas- 
ures of treatment such as electrotherapew 
ties and the use of hydrotherapy, will ac- 
complish splendid work in the correction of 
fallen organs. 

The prolapsus of an organ is just as much 
a disease requiring intelligent attention as 
is any other type.

Dried Fruits and Vegetables 

One of the main difficulties in maintaining 
a fruit and vegetable diet is the lack of in- 
genuity in food preparation. As an expert 
enced vegetarian I may forcefully state 
that one may prepare foods ten times more 
deliciously and delightfully from the fruit 
and vegetable kingdoms than from the ant 
mal foods. 

To this end we are always on the lookout 
for ideas and for new material showing how 
fruits and vegetables may be combined to 
advantage. Lulu Graves, writing in a recent 
issue of Hygelia, published the following 
excellent - treatise on various aspects of 
fruit and vegetable preparation. Although 
I disagree with her on some points, especial- 
ly where she states that sulphur in fruits 
has not proven harmful, yet the entire art- 
icle contains many excellent ideas of prac- 
tical assistance to those interested in diet 
reform. Read it: 

Fruit is no longer considered a luxury. 
Since its importance is recognized, it has be- 
come a necessary part of the diet. Its nu- 
tritive value is chiefly carbohydrate in the 
form of starches and sugars; in much of the 
ripe fruit the starch has been changed to 
sugar. There is a small amonnt of protein 
and fat in some fruits, but these are gen- 
erally treated as a negligible factor, except 
in cases of disease requiring calculated pre- 
scription of diet. 


In addition to these nutrients, fruit has 2 


other features which make it rank high in 
food value. Mineral salts and organic acids 
are found in varying quantities in several 
fruits. The function of minerals in the 
body, according to H. C. Sherman in his 
book on “Chemistry of Food and Nutrition,” 
are: “As bone constituents, giving rigidity 
and relative permanence to the skeletal tis- 
sues .. . As essential elements of the 
organic compounds which are the chief 
solid constituents of the soft tissues (mus- 
cles, blood cells, etc.) . . As soluble 
salts held in solution in the fluids of the 
body, giving these fluids their characteristic 
influence upon the elasticity and irritability 
of the muscle and nerve, supplying the ma- 
terial fox the alkalinity or acidity of the d. 
gestive juices and other secretions.” 
Minerals and the organic acids give the 
characteristic flavor and aroma to fruits. 
These in turn stimulate the flow of digestive

OU are probably familiar ith

be a thousand shocks per day and that the body, we could very easily think in terms 


rubber heels absorb much of this constant 
percussion. 

‘This type of shock needs very little 
demonstration—its mechanics are 80 evi- 
dent. 


There are other kinds of shocks which 
regigter on the nervous anatomy and are 
far more serious than the mere percussion 
against the bony framework. The bones of 
he body are hard, resistant, strong and are 
built to withstand shock and concussion. 


The nervous system is far more delicate 
and more keenly attuned than the bony 
\framework. Consequently shocks to it play 
a much more vital part in the destructive 
processes against health. 


If we cuarded our nerves a tenth as much 
as we protect the balance of our physical 
organism, fewer of us would “pay the piper” 
for our trahsgressions. Ordinarily when 
we speak of shock, our mental concept pre- 
sumes a quick sudden injury to the nervous 
system, which im turn retards the vital 
powers to the extent of producing complete 
exhaustion.

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of the chemical destruction of health, but 
to apply the same eoncepts to nervous de- 
pletion and nervous devitalization is a dit. 
ficult thing. Consequently being accustomed 
to think almost exclusively in. terms of 
tangible phenomena, we must convert this 
dynamic energy into the formulae of physics 
and chemistry. 

Researches in bio-chemistry have revealed 
that all nervous stimuli have a definite 
action on the internal secretions. The 
activity of every physiological function, di- 
gestion, elimination, secretion and excrTe- 
tion—in fact, every phase of activity of 
every living cell in the body—is governed 
by this same nervous vitality. 

It is now claimed that every nervous im- 
pulse generates a specific chemical sub- 
stance. When we are free from mental 
strain, worry and fear, it generates sub. 
stances that invigorate, stimulate and in- 
crease physiological activity. 

When we become subject to the continu 
ous nervous shocks of petty nature, it is 
claimed that subtle physiological poisons are 
generated. These poisons depress and re- 
tard normal function. The result is a con- 
tinuously . resistance against dis- 
ease.

tem. We must learn to maintain 4 poise 
and calm, a mental strength and equilibrium 
which is trained to act as a veritable coat 
of armor against external shock. We must 
steel ourselves against the destructive for- 
ces of fear, hatred and war so that they 
cannot enter our consciousness.

I have nothing to say as to whether a 
woman is justified in attempting to artif- 
cially maintain her charms for as long as 
is within her power.

For you to secure an intelligent grasp of 
the subject it is necessary to explain, in a 
general fashion, the anatomy and physio):

There must be something behind pain— 
sometiving responsible for its existence, 
and Kt is up to the intelligent physician to 
ascertain what and where this something is. 

As a rule he will not be content merely 
with the description of the symptoms and 
will proceed to a general physical examina- 
tion. It is while doing so that he becomes 
aware of the fact that In a great many ind“ 


viduals, the organs of the body, especially 


those of the abdomen or pelvis, are mi. 
placed—out of line, or in a distorted post- 
tion. 

There are various technical terms for 
these abnormalitiea, but since by far the 
greater portion of them are prolapsus or 
falling down of one or more organs, I have 
= se them under the general heading 

of “Prolapsed Organs.” 

There are a number of structures in the 
body which readily become displaced. By 
far the commonest of all are the organs of 
digestion, the stomach and the intestines. 
X-ray pictures taken by the thousand re- 
veal that an fmmense number of people’ 
have displacements of one of more parts 
ot the digestive apparatus. It is due, of 
course, to the fact that the digestive sys- 


tem is, without doubt, the most abused part 


of the body. 


There is scarcely a person overweight 
who does not have the associated condition 
of stomach and intestinal degeneration and 
with it either a pouching or a falling of 
the stomach walls or the entire organ itself. 
Unfortunately, in far too many cases, this 
falling takes place very gradually. The 
symptoms are often associated with various 
other ailments and therefore difficult to db 
Agnose. 

However, with the advent of the X-ray 
and fluorescope every portion of the d‘ges- 
tive system can be accurately located. If 
a prolapsis or falling of the stomach or in- 
testines is observed, all that need be done 
is for the patient to swallow an opaque 
meal usually consisting of bismuth subni- 
trate which stops the rays of the X-ray. 
The X-ray picture then reveals exactly the 
locality of the stomach or any part of the 
digestive system. 

Prolapses are not exclusively confined to 
the organs of the digestive system. Falling 
of the kidney, bladder, uterus, pancreas, and 
spleen have frequently been observed. 

The prolapsus of each organ brings with 
u its peculiar train of evils. When the 
stomach is fallen two or more inches below

N SPITE of our making gigantic strides 
in horticulture we progress very slowly 
in understanding tree culture. We have

ture. After an experience of nearly f 
years in Southern California as a recognized 
horticulturist, | am sure of one thing: the 
average avocado grower does not irrigate 
his trees often enough and to this 

may be attributed nearly all of the troubles 
at present puzzling growers. 


so much water at once, but they need 
water throughout the year, applied at 
twice as often as is the case in the 
orange grove. In very light soil, du 
hottest weather, the trees need wat 


large avocado trees where the soil is but 
four inches deep. A constant mulch of 
stable manure or straw, or both, is main- 
tained above the roots and water is given 
once a week if rain does not fall. Fine 
crops of these fruits are grown on local 
hillsides where soil is thin but kept con- 
ctantly moist. One other fact has become 
well established: the avocado grows and 
fruits best but a few miles from the coast. 
Thirty miles inland is as far {rom salt water 
as commercial culture should be attempted 
with the Guatemalans. The Mexicans will 
thrive with less atmospheric humidity and 
less constant soil moisture. 


Pineapple Culture 


Pineapples will not thrive where it is 
frosty. The soil must be from eighteen 
inches to two feet deep, with an underlayer 
of shale or gravel, as soil must be drained 
and boggy ground will not do. In selecting 
soil it is best to plant on a slope to get the 
necessary drainage. The crown or top part 
of the pineapple may be planted, and in due 
course will throw out suckers, and these in 
turn will produce a fruit, but this method 
is a very slow process. The suckers can be 
planted and will fruit in from 
years, in some cases ecariier. 
suckers have produced fruit the stem of the 
pineapple dies down and the plant is then 
called a crown plant. This plant then 
throws out suckers from its base, and as 
they mature each sucker bears a pineapple.

Trees Large and 

Ornamental grounds depend quite as much 
for their beauty on the stretch of unob 
structed gracsy lawn as upon trees and 
shrubs. The skiliful combination of trees 
and grass forms the art of landscape gar 
dening, so far as planting is concerned; and 
no small part of this art consists in the 
selection of trees which, both in form and 
size of growth, are best adapted to the size 
and disposition of the grounds to be orna- 
mented. 


The landscape gardener must understand 
the fundamental principles of architecture 
in design and proportion, and some of the 
technical work of the architect. He must, 
for instance, be able to make a plan on 
a scale, and be skilled in geometric and 
mechanical drawing. He must be familiar, 
either through personal travel or through 
reading and the study of pictures, with the 
relationship of architectural building to 
landscape gardening in other paris of the 
world. A working knowledge of engineers’ 
grade plans is also necessary. There must 
be, of course, collaboration between the 
architect and the landscape gardener, for 
there are parts of some houses that belong 
to the garden, and parts of the garden that 
belong to the house.

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HADE trees and ornamentals are grown 
for their beauty. Symmetry is a very 
important factor in their development. 

May it not be possible that some people, 
when they are pruning fruit trees, are treat- 
ing them as shade trees and are thinking 
more a ut symmetry than about productiv- 
ity? 

Everyone likes a shapely tree and if the 
pruning may be done in such a way as to 
preserve the shape, sos much the better. 
if, on the othér hand, shapé must be sacri- 
ficed for utility, then it is certainly a mistake 
to try to preserve the shape at the expense 


. of fruit. 


Sentiment must not play too prominent a 
part in the pruning of an orchard. If one 
has become used to a certain type of tree 
and insists on developing that type when ex- 
perience proves that it will not give the best 
results in fruit production, the sooner he 
refuses to please the eye and adopts a sen- 
siblé system the better for his pocket book. 
What I have been trying to say is that prac- 
tical methods of pruning may conflict with 
our ideas of beauty in a tree when it is 
pruned, and that the sensible grower will 
be willing to sacrifice some of the beauty 
for results.

ter than I—if at the same time the trees 
conform to certain laws of mechanics and 
are not rendered more or less nonproduc- 
tive and even short-lived because the at- 
tempt has been made to develop shape at 
any cost. 

UPRIGHT GROWTH BEST 


The popular tree is without doubt a 
spreading tree and many a pruner spen:Js 
his time in an effort to spread the branches 
to conform to a certain standard type that 
he has in his mind. Why spend time t 
to do something that is absolutely op 
to the mechanical strength of the frame- 
work? My experience has convinced me 
that trees will spread soon enough when 
the heavy load of fruit comes upon them 
and that, generally speaking, it is unwise to 
develop a spreading framework. There are 
several good reasons for not doing so 

First, an upright branch which is ap 
proaching a vertical position will hold up a 
heavier load than a reclining branch that 
is approaching a horizontal position. The 


simple matter of leverage is to be consi-. 


ered in the case. In the second place, there 
is a greater tendency toward heavy growth 
in upright branches than in hanging 
branches. The latter are fine for fruit, but 
are not desirable for framework. Conse- 
quently our pruning efforts should be direct- 
ed toward producing a framework of upright 
branches and a fruit-bearing area of hanging 
branchés suspended from the framework. A 
bend in a twig is always favorable and trees 
do not begin to produce well until there is 
bending of the twigs which results in arres*- 
ed growth, concentration of sap or plant 
food, and heavier production. 

In the third place, reclining branches of- 
fer less resistance fo sunscald, Which is a 
serious trouble in California on account of 
our mild winters with an occassional hot 
spell when the thermometer will register 
close to 90 degrees above zero. Whenever 
the branches of a framework approach a 


horizontal rather than a vertical position, it 


will be noticed after a few years’ time, that 
dead areas of bark occur on the top side, 
due to the direet rays of the sun beating 
down upon them and also to the fact that 
growth is always retarded on the top side 
of a branch. This condition of sunscald 
may not in itself be very serious but it is al- 


most always accompanied by an attack of 
borers. 


There are two kinds that are commonly 
found in our California — One, the 
flat head, is commonly called the sun borer, 
the other is known as the shothole borer 
because the tiny holes it leaves resemble 
those that might be made by grains of shot 
fired from a gun. It will also be noticed 
that wounds made in pruning will not 
ily heal on the top side of a reclining branch 
while below healing will take place normally. 

Last but not least, the reclining branch 
tree is very apt to be short-lived. Sooner 
or later the attempt is invariably made to 
straighten up the tree by the removal of 
the original framework branches. In doing 
this big cuts are made, healing does not 
readily take place, and what with different 


pruning might have been a long lived tree is 


doomed to early uselessness, if not death. 
MECHANICS OF PRUNING 

The writer is far from being a mechanic, 
but some things are so apparent that any 
one can see them. When considering the 
mechanical strength of a tree there are 
mainly two things to, be considered.

California’s Crops 


and Their Values 


Were Satisfactory Last Year 


N a summary of crop yields of the State 
| for 1925 the Oalifornia Co-operative Re- 
porting Service, conducted by the United 
States Department of Agriculture and the 
State Department of Agriculture, states that 
the total production of field and fruit crops 
isa t 1,559,000 tons or 18 per cent greater 
than 1924, but the total value is only 
about 4.2- per cent greater than the total 
value in the preceding year. The tonnage 
of 1925 is 2.1 per cent less than that of 1923 
but in value is 13.9 per cent greater. In the 
past year the value of all main crops is ap- 
proximately $405,193,000. 

While rainfall in other parts of the State 
was normal during the past year, it was be- 
low normal in Southern California. High 
temperatures were noted whith did some 
damage. Normal weather in the fall per- 
mitted the completion of the harvesting of 
all crops generally in a sa con- 
dition. 

The acreage of field crops for 1925 was 
4,544,000, which was higher than in 1924 
but lower than any previous year since 
1919. The production was similar to those 
of the years from 1919 to 1923 inclusive and 
considerably above that of 1924. Fruit crop 
acreage was 1,549,400 which is greater than 
for any previous year since 1919. The pro 
Auction of fruit crops of 1925 is exceeded 
only by that of 1923 in seven years and the 
farm values of fruit im 1919 and 1920 are 
the only ones which surpassed that of 1975. 

The relative importance of the most im 
portant crops of California shows that 1925 
exceeded in value those of 1924 in all but 
one—tame hay. 


In corn 1925 had 85,000 acres, 1000 less 
than in 1924, a crop of 3,026,000 bushels, 
119,000 bushels more than 1924 but a value 
of $441,000 less than thé preceding year be 
cause of a lower price, Wheat acreage and 
production per acre was almost double that 
the price was a trifle lower, but 
the value was $16,956,000, nearly twice that 
The same was true of oats, 
1925 having an almost doubled acreage over 
1924, a larger yield, a lower price and a 
total value of $3,168,000 as compared with 
$1,556,000 in 1924. The barley acreage was 
much larger than for the previous year and 
the yield per acre and total yield was lare- 
er: the Was lower but the total 
value was $24,189,900 as compared with 
$17,246,000 in 1924. Rice showed a larger 


acreage than for the previous year, a slight- 
ly lower acreage yield but a larger bulk pro- 
duction and a higher price with a corres- 
pondingly increased total value. Grain sor- 
ghum had a larger acreage, a larger per 
acre yield, a larger crop, a lower price and 
a value of $3,201,000 as compared with 13. 
159,000 in 1924. Tame hay was lower in 
acreage, higher in yield per acre but much 
lower in price; value for 1925 is given at 
$75,796,000, as compared with $100,797,000 
for 1924. Wild hay showed a larger acreage 
and total production, and a slightly higher 
total valuation. 

The bean acreage in 1925 was larger than 
that of the preceding year and the yield per 


acre was greater. The price was under that 


of 1924 but the total value is given at $16, 
728,000 as compared with $12,568,000 for 
1924. Potatoes were planted on a smaller 
acreage in 1925 than in 1924, and the acre- 
age yield was lower, but the price was more 
than doubled, with a total value in 1925 of 
$13,020,000 as compared with $6.624,000 in 
19274. Sweet potatoes had a larger acre- 
age and yield per acre in 1925 as compared 
with 1924; the price was lower; the total 
value was $1,882,000 as compared with $1,- 
418,000 in 1924, Sugar beets showed a small- 
er acreage, a lower yield per acre and a 
lower price, with a value of $3,675,000 in 
1925 and 7.321.000 in 1924. Cotton (lint) 
for California, not including Lower Califor- 
nia, Mexico, had a larger acreage and a 
larger yield in 1925 than in the preceding 
year; while the price was a trifle lower, the 
value of the 1925 crop is given at $12,980,- 
000 as compared with that of 1924 at $8,- 
947,000. 

Apple production was under that of 1924 
and the price was lower as well; for 1925 
the value is estimated at $6,914000. while 
for 190 it was $10,562,006. Pear tonnage 
tor the past year was greater Than that of 
the one; values were lower and 
the crop value for 1925 was $8,320,000, 
while for 1924 it was $8,778,000. The pear ton- 

nage fof 1925 was 390,000, as against 330, 
000 im the year; the value for 1925 
was $14,430,000 as against $11,550,000 2 
1924. A slightly lower yield of apricots for 
1925 as compared with the previous year was 
made up by a higher price; value for 1925, 
$7,560,000; for 1924, $6,532,000. Prunes 
showed little change in the two years with 
a value for 1925 of $15,400,000 and for 1924,

oped. Breakage is frequently due to a nar- 
row crotch with a well defined seam where 
the branch has grown out from a lateral 
bud. A little pressure on a branch joined 
in such a crotch will frequently disclose the 
poor union. To correct the difficulty the or- 
chardist may run a bolt through a few 
inches above the crotch so that it will bind 
the two branches firmly together. Mechapn- 
ically weak crotches cannot all be prevented 
and it is a good plan to go through an or- 
chard after the framework has been estab- 
lished, or about the third or fourth year, 
and repair by bolting the weaker places. 
In considering the strength of the frame- 
work branches one is brought face to face 
with the simple proposition that the smaller . 
the number, the greater will be their individ- 
ual strength. If, for illustration, a tree pos- 
sesses only five main branches, each of 
these will be stronger than if the tree has 
ten main branches. In testing the mechan- 
ical strength of the branches of a 55-year-old 
peach tree recently, a total of 625 pounds 
in human weight was suspended from a 
single branch without any indication of 
breakage or even of severe bending. Th 
strength could never have been develop: 
had more framework branches been left in 
pruning. With only five, the tree is now en- 
pable of supporting the impossible load of a 
ton of truit without breakage, providing 
were properly distributed. It it not possib 
to develop every 5-year-old tree so that it will 
possess the strength and bear the load of 
fruit of the one cited, but it is possible ta 
vastly improve upon methods of pruning as 
we find them in many of our orchards, and 
produce trees that will hold up their crop of 
fruit without the necessity of propping or 
wire bracing, which constitutes a part of 
general orchard practice where pruning has 
been done with little thought of mechanics. 


A COMMON FAULT 


One of the most common pruning faults 
is that of leaving too many heavy branches 
in the top of the tree, thus causing too 
much weight above consequent breakage. In 
other words, framework branches are per- 
mitted to rebranch in the top, and if five or 
six is the number selected to start with, 
there is an increase to double this number 
Or more, because of rebranching. This 
competition of framework braaches, result- 
ing in the top-heavy condition of the trees, 
is ideal for propping and this expense must 
necessarily be considered then as a part of 
the orchard outlay. Likewise the fruit is 
high in the tree, thus increasing the expens* 
of picking. The trees shown in the accom- 


panying pictures on another page have been 


pruned with the idea of eliminating brac- 
ing or propping. If by pruning this can be 
successfully done, then certainly the effort 
of such pruning is worth while. 


No doubt the question will be asked, can 


the trees be*pruned according to the system 


outlined witnout a sacrifice in production? 
Last summer the writer observed 101 
peaches growing in a space of three feet, 
close against an upright framework branch 
of a young tree, the diameter of the branch 
being only one and one-fourth inches near 
the center of the load of fruit. These 
peaches were of a good size, averaging 
two and one-half inches or better. There 
was no appreciable bending of the branch 
because of its load of fruit, since there 
was a good distribution and the branch war 
very upright. 

A good rule for the pruner to remember is 
that upright branches tend toward heavy, 
stocky growth and are most desirable for 
framework while reclining branches tend 
toward — — growth and have 
the greatest ucing possibilities. 
Therefore, when pruning a tree the hanging 
branches, or at least branches that have 
more or less of downward tendency, or 
which emanate from framework branches 
at an afffie approaching 90 deg., should be 
given preference for fruit production, while 
every encouragement should be given to the 
development in diameter of the uprigh* 
branches which are to bear the burden of 
the entire load of fruit in the tree. 

The ease with which trees can be praned 
when developed according to this plan should 
appeal to anyone who has this important 
work to perform. A glance at a tree witth 
five or six definite leaders is all that is 
necessary to show which branches must be 
cut away to eliminate competition of cer. 
tain with the framework branches.

So much pressure was brought 
to bear on Secretary Jardine of the De- 
partment of Agriculture that an eleventh- 
hour meeting was called to consider ob- 
jections to the measure, and the Secretary's 
office at Washington was made the stage for 
a strange spectacle in the shape of a bat- 
tle waged by aroused herticultural and ag- 
ricultural interests to uphold a provision 
considered absolutely 


helped to present 
the protest of the West against any revis- 
fon of the plan or of older quarantine pro- 
visions. Secretary Jardine and his aides pa- 
tiently heard what all present had to say 
and then proceeded to add the restrictions 
to others already in effect. For this seusi- 
ble action the whole country owes them 4 
debt of gratitude. _ 


Probably in no other country in the world 
save the United States could such a meeting 
and such a discussion have been possible. 
Paid lobbyists of foreign bulb growers and 
shippers and of importers on this side of the 
Atlantic bad pulled enough political wires 
and carried on enough propaganda to make 
an issue of the thing in the minds of many 
well-intentioned but misguided individuals 
in and out of politics. These, joining with 
others not so innocent in their motives, had 
stirred up sufficient of a mess to make it

Among those fooled as to the true 
purpose and necessity of the narciséus ban 
were club women who were on hand with 
earnest pleas against measures that would, 
as they said, “deprive the poor of flowers.” 
Some of the misguided men and women ap- 
pearing against the protective measure 
were apparently unaware that this country, 
and notably California, is and has long been 
producing better Goral and ornamental stock 
of the kinds barred from foreign countries 
than can be grown abroad. At that the poi- 
icy in force has never been designed as in 
any sense an economic protective measure 
for the helping of home industry, justifiable 
as such a plan might. in some instances, be. 
The authorities at Washington do not pro- 
pose to endanger American agriculture by 
letting the foreign stuff in, having had am- 
ple cause in the past to realize the menace 
of such a proceeding, and no other cohsid- 
eration than protection to our crops ever en- 
tered into their discussions in framing 
plant quarantine measures. 

The depredations to our agriculture due 
to pests and Giseases brought to the United 
States by identically the same means which 
the restrictive laws are designed to offset 
came in for considerable d at the 
meeting and Secretary Jardine probably did 
the wise thing in permitting a thorough air 
ing of the situation. It is well that the cour. 
try at large should be acquainted with the 
facts. No thinking person would want to 
put the nation’s basic industry in jeopardy 
in order that foreign bulbs and plants of a 
strictly ornamental nature might be brought 
in, even were it true, which it is not, that 
we could not produce them ourselves. Self- 
preservation is Nature’s first law and it 
would be stretching the point to fantastic

fornia in fall, winter and spring. 
Last April when my wife and I set out on 
our horseback itinerary into northern Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, we little realized, 
so accustomed were we to the year-round 
luxuries of California fare, that we were en- 
tering upon a fruit and vegetable famine. I 
have spoken of our difficulties along this 
line in previous articles in Farm and Or- 
chard, but I have only hinted how we real- 
ly missed our California kinds of food. 


The last vegetables fresh from the gar- 
den were procured at Blythe. At Preseott 
crops were just beginning to come up the 
last of April; at Flagstaff two weeks later, 
they were just being planted. The markets 
of course in both Arizona towns had Cali 
fornia aud Southern Arizona produce, with 
prices high and higher. Flagstaff!’ was our 
last railroad point for 660 miles and more 
than a month of travel. At one trading post 
we found lettuce old and far gone, two 
heads for 35 cents. Early in June a Fran- 
ciscan father at one of the Indian pueblos 
let us pick immature leaf lettuce and pull 
radishes in his garden, and what a treat 
that rabbit fare was! By the third week in 
June, when we reached the valley of the 
Rio Grande in North Central New Mexico,

we ran across the ranch of Benino Roybal. 

Don Benino's ranch looked like California.

Building School 

ESCONDIDO.—With the 
last dollar of indebtedness on 
ter Union Grammar School building, the 
Valley Center Farm Bureau center eight 
miles north of here has made a record of 
achievement in the county not surpassed in 
the State, aecording to Felix Landis, execu- 
tive secretary of the county bureau orgaani- 
zation. 

Four years ago the Valley Center Union 
School burned to the ground. School was 
opened in Vesper school house a few miles 
away. A bond issue of $4000 was carried 
and the center resolved to make up the dif- 
ference in cash, la and material. The 
building now stand is of concrete blocks 
and stone and a conservative valuation is 
$14,000. A later bond issue of $500 was 
voted for equipment. The structure con- 
tains three large rooms on the first floor, a 
basement for community gatherings and is a 


neat and attractive monument to community 
spirit. 


and, to us, unusual ranching activity. One 
time it was threshing wheat with horses, 
the next time we found the senora and the 
girls winnowing and cleaning the wheat on 
a canvas in the yard. Then we found them 
busy with the bees; another time convert- 
ing the first fallen apples into cider. In 
the old adobe house stands a loom of curi- 
ous construction, used for making of woolen 
and rag rugs. The floors of the main dwell- 
ing are covered with homemade rugs, some 
most attractive and well done, not far be 
hind the Navajo in workmanship. About ten 
miles away at a place called Chimayo a col- 
ony of Mexicans has become famous for the 
rugs and blankets which they make on 
crude looms similar to Dona Benino’s. 


Nearly every time we rode to Espanola 
we passed Don Benino and his buckboard 
loaded with sacks of wheat going to the 
mill or returning loaded with sacks of flour 
and store goods for winter. I know nothing 
about his banking connection; probably he 
has none, but I do know that his houses 
and storage cellars are filled with all sorts 
of good things to eat. It is a version of

All improvements have been made by Don 
Benino, his wife aud children. They havo 
literally created everything that is theirs 
out of the soil. Many things of course had 
to come through the stores—good nursery 
stock, seed sometimes, implements, hard- 
ware and general finishings for the main 
house. One of his sons has an automobile, 
but Don Benino himself sticks to horses. 
The main family is now reduced to four, 
only the two youngest daughters being left 
athome. These daughters apply themselves 
to whatever peeds to be done side by side 
with their father. The first time I saw them 
they were hoeing corn, their faces chalked 
white against sunburn with a powdered 
preparation all the Mexican girls make out 
of bones, first blanched in a hot fre and 
then ground on metates. 


Apples form the main orchard crop. Bon 
Benino raises Jonathans, Winesaps and Ben 
Davis principally; he is budding over some 
of the latter to Delicious. The orchard in- 
cludes besides apples a few trees each of 
other hardy fruits. One year he planted a 
number of Concord grape cuttings, but only 
one developed into a vine. It is loaded this 
year with large bunches of excellent grapes. 
The care of the orchard is limited to spray- 
ing and irrigating. The ground is simply 
flooded several times during the growing 
season; sometimes it is plowed in the 
spring; but it is never cultivated. Markets 
are exceedingly limited, but Don Benino dis- 
poses of part of his apple crop by shipment 
on the D. 4 R. G. W. Railway, which tra- 
verses the Rio Grande from Colorado points 
to Santa Fe, and he sells quite a little stuff 
in the near-by town of Espanolli. 


SELF-SUSTAINING 


But it ls a ranch mainly of home suprly 
and demand. Practically everything that is 
needed is raised, prepared and made at 
home. There is a half-year farming season 
in which enough must be raised to carry the 
family over the entire year; that is the sig- 
mificance ef the ranch, not money-making. 
Money, of course, comes in handy, but it is 
not absolutely necessary. 

For instance, without reference to meat- 
markets the family is never in want of meat. 
Pigs, chickens, ducks, and beeves supply it 
as it is desired. During summer a bountiful 
supply of eggs largely takes the place of the 
meat diet; though if a hog or calf is killed 
and the meat not all used up at once, the 
pork is salted away and the veal cut Into 
strips and hung in the sus to make “jerky.”

660,000 pounds of the desert fruit 
pounds originally esti- 
mated.

for the unseasonal rain of early October 
which worked havoc with much unpicked 
fruit. Incidentally, the growers have learned 
@ valuable lesson from the past fall's ex- 
perience, a lesson that should serve to pre- 
vent a repetition of their ‘losses. 


When the downpour started on the 2rd 
of October most of the Persians and early 
seedlings had been picked, but the Deglet 
Noor growers were in the midst of their 
harvest. Nearly three inches of rain fell in 
a period of thirty-three hours, a precipita- 
tion almost without precedent for the time 
of year, and when it had ceased half-ripe 
dates were found to have popped open like 
popcorn, being made unfit for use. The 
ripe fruit, rushed to the local Deglet Noor 
Date Growers’ Association packing-house, 
was dehydrated and saved for the most 

Later seedlings and soft varieties 
met the fate of the slower ripening Degliets. 

This year growers will take more sert 
ously advice given them long ago—to cover 
their branches of fruit with umbrella-like 
sacks of heavy paper designed to keep un- 
timely rains ffom beating directly on the 
dates. This precaution, it has been demonr- 
strated, would have largely prevented the 
past season's losses, as those who thus pro 
tected their fruit suffered but little from 
the rain. 

C. K. Cook, president and general mana- 
ger of the Deglet Noor Association, est! 
mates the 1925 yield of Deglets at 400,000 
pounds, of which 200,000 nds were 
handied at the association’s Indio plant 
The Date Corporation plant at Alhambra 
‘handled Deglets from the Holmes Date Gar 
dens, the Gillette-Rosenberger plantings 
and the Shell Ranch, as well as from other 
smaller places in the valley.

Former Bostonian Has 
Cactus Nursery 


ESCONDIDO.—W. I. Beeson came here 
from Boston a year ago to establish a cac 
tus nursery for Eastern fanciers. Cactus 
culture does not have the intqrest of novel- 
ty in Southern California, but there are 
many persons im the East who like to grow 
the plants. Mr. Beeson says that the rar- 
est cacti of the kind sought for indoor grow- 
ing come from Germany, but that since the 
war agricultural restrictions have made it 
almost impossible for growers to secure the 
foreign varieties they want. 

Mr. Beeson explains that the plants muat 
be conditioned from the desert before ship- 
ping Mast and that many of them die even 
after the most careful treatment. He has 
over 500 varieties growing, brought from 
all corners of the world. He does not rec 
ommend the business for amateurs as he 
says it requires years of practice to meet 
the requirements of the fancier trade.

Probably the most widely distributed dis- 
of peaches for which spray applica- 
are commonly made during the dor- 
mant period is the fungus causing peach 
leaf curl (Exoascus deformans.) If this dis- 
ease has been abundantly present in the 
previous season it usually ts advisable to 
apply two sprayings one in December 
the rast part of January and the other 
when the buds are swelling, just before they 
have opened. If the infection has been 
light in the previous season, one spraying 
only is needed and that should be made at 
the time the buds are swelling. 

Either limesulphur at the rate of one 
part commercial liquid lime-sulphur to nine 
parts of water or Bordeaux mixture 7-8-50 
may be used for this disease. If peach-twig 
borer, which attacks the fruite of both 
peaches and apricots, has been present the 
previous season, it would be advisable to 
add three pounds of powdered basic lead 
arsenate to each 100 gallons of spray used. 
The suggestions made in regard to brown 
rot fungus apply aleo to peach trees except 
that lime-sulphur, one-to-nine, may be used 
for spraying into the pink of the bloom in- 
stead of Bordeaux mixture, if desired. The 
dormant spraying for peach leaf curl, if 
lime-sulphur is used, would also be effec- 
tive for the control of San Jose Scale 
(Aspidiotus Perniciosus.) 

Dormant sprays for woolly aphis on ap- 
ple trees can be made at any time until the 
buds begin to swell, using a distillate emul- 
sion according to the following formula: 
Distillate (27 deg. to 28 deg. Baume, 20 
gallons; fish oll soap, 30 pounds; water to 
make 12 gallons. Dissolve the fish oil soap 
in water, heating it to the boiling point, 
then add the distflate and agitate thor- 
oughly while the solution is hot. This 
makes a stock solution. For use, add 20 
gallons of water to each gallon of the stock 
solution. If desired, commercial miscible 


olla may be used according to the following 


formula: Miscible oil, 5 gallons; nicotine 
water to make 200 
gallons.

Tools and cuts should be 
very thoroughly disinfected with the use of 
the following formula: Mercuric Chloride 
(Corrosive Sublimate,) 1 ounce; mercuric 
cyanide, 1 ounce; glycerine, 3 gallons; 
water, 1 gallon. 

The dry matevial should be dissolved in 
the water before the gylcerine is added. If 
tablets are used, 64 tablets each for the 
eurte chloride should be used for the 


amount of solution given in the above for-. 


mula. This makes 1-to-600 strength solution. 
Loquats, Cotoneasters and the Califurnia 
Holly or Christmas berry (Heteromeles ar-

Thé control measures suggested above for 
brown root fungus, San Jose scale, peach 
twig borer may be applied to plum and 
prune trees as well.

The principal argument being made against an advance of 7 —.— 
rates in western territory is that the farmers should not be asked to 
higher rates because they are making relatively less net income t — 


the railways. 


First, it is extremely doubtful 
that the western railways are do- 
ing as well as the farmers are in 
net earnings. 


Second, in comparison with pre- 
war levels, western railway rates 
are much lower now than farm 
prices. 


Third. only a fraction of the in- 
crease sought will fall upon the 
farmers, and that increase 
lack a great deal of offsetting the 
rate reductions on farm products 
that were made in 1922. 


Fourth, because good railway 
service is vital to farm welfare, 
the farmer can much less afford to 
have the price he pays for railway 
service kept unduly low than the 
price of anything else he buys.. 


Farm and Railway 
Earnings 

The western railways earned an 
average of 3.8 per cent on their 
property investment in 1924 and 
about 4 per cent in 1925. These 
figures are accurately determined 
in a uniform way prescribed by 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. No such exact report is 
available on farm earnings, but 
the Department of Agriculture has 
estimated that the average net re- 
turn of the farmers of the country 
on the value of their property in 
the year ended June 30, 1925, was 
4.6 per cent. If this estimate is 
even approximately correct, then 
the western railways earned less 
than the farmers. 


ter purchasing power in buy- 
ing railway transportation than in 
buying almost anything else the 
farmer uses. The increases in 
the wages and other operating 
costs of the western railways since 
1911 have averaged about 100 per 
cent, and their taxes have in-

creased about 265 per cent. De- 
spite these increased expenses, the 
increase in the average freight 
rate of the western railways since 
1911 has been only 28 per cent. 
Even with the proposed advance, 
the average western freight rate 
would be only about 35 per ce 
higher than it was in 1911. Th 
increase in the same period in the 
average price of farm products, 
according to government reports, 
has been about 72 per cent. 


The amount the farmer pays in freight 
rates is a comparatively small part of his 
total expense. His interest, his taxes, the 
prices he pays for other things have in- 
creased much more proportionately, and 
fluctuatiois in them Ordinarily affect him 
much more than changes in freight rates. 
It is well to remember, therefore, that 
less than one-third of the advance of 5 per 
cent being asked by the western rail- 
ways would be made upon farm products, 
and the advance upon farm products 
would be only one-third as great as the 
reductions in rates made upon them in 


No Gain By Starving 
the Railways 


— — farmers have been benefiting 
by railway rates relatively lower than the 

“prices of their products, and they would 
continue so to benefit even if the small 
advance proposed in rates were made. 
it cannot reasonably be asked, therefore, 
that among ali those with whom the 
farmers do business the western railways 
alone should be required to accept an 
excessively low net income. lu the lon« 
run this would do great injury to WR. 
farmers themselves. 

The railways cannot continue to render 
good and adequate service under increas- 
ing requirements unless allowed to earn 
a reasonable average net income. What 
the western railways seek in asking an 
advance in rates is an opportunity to bet- 
ter their service, because they realize that 
the railways cannot prosper upon an en- 
during basis unless the farmers prosper 
likewise. ~ 


The ultimate solution of the western 
farm problem must be found, not in low 
freight rates that will in the long run be 
ruinous to the railways, but in adequate
